The United States Court of Appeals 


iu session at Chicago has set heavily 
on the order of Judge Jenkins enjoin- 
ing employes of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company from striking. Jus- 
tice Harlan of the Supreme Court ren- 
dered the decision. He held that a 
body of men has the r.'ght to quit work 
regardless of the inconvenience which 
might result, but they have, however, 
no right to conspire to damage or em- 
bsrass their employeis. 
He did not 


agree with Judge Jenkins that a strike 
is necessarily illegal. 


Justice Harlan and Judges Wood, 


Bann, Grosscap and Jenkins occupied 
the bench, aud the Court decided that 
that part of the Jenkins' injunction 
which restrained railroad employes 
from quitting the service of the re- 
ceiver with or without notice so as to 
cripple the property or prevent the op 
eration of the road, was a violation o: 
the rights of employes, but that par 
of the order which restrained em 
ployes from entering into a combina 
tlon or conspiracy to quit work with 
the intention of crippling the property 
and preventing the operation of the 
road was sustained. 


Judge Jenkins, who narrowly es- 


caped being impeached by Congress 
for his unprecedented, and, it seems 
unwarranted restraining order, was not 
in the least disturbed by the opinion 
of the Court overruling his decision 
Judge Caldwell of the Circuit Cour 
dissolved Judge Jenkins' injunction 
some time ago, and held that labor and 
capital had a right to organize and con 
unit as to the best methods of making 
each or both profitable. The justice 
and impartiality of this decision dis 
armed criticism and made the employe 
aud employe feel that each had right 
that must be respected.

SIt,VEIl PARTY JPLATFORM. 


Adopted in State Convention at Carson, 


September 5, 1894 


The Silver party of Nevada, in Con- 
vention assembled, at Carson Oity, on 
the 4th day of September, 1891, declare 
that platforms should assert cardinal 
principles of political faith concerning 
questions of political interest of pres- 
ent momeat without- equivocation or 
evasion. 
We hold that history has 
demonstrated that these principles are 
right and equitable, and their observ- 
ance necessary to secure the welfare 
and individual happiness for which 
this Government was established. 


SILVEB. 


We deny the right or authority of the 
Government of the United States to 
pass any law restricting or abridging 
the privilege of any citizen to the free 
coinage of silver into standard money 
at the legal ratio of 16 to 1, independent 
of any other nation, and we demand 
the repeal of all laws denying or abridg 
ing that right 
We assert that any law denying or 
abridging the right of free coinage of 
gold and silver into standard money at 
the legal ratio of 16 to 1, independent 
of any other nation, is a denial of the 
sovereignty of the people of the United 
States as a nation and independent 
State, and a law in restraint and 
abridgment of production and com- 
merce. 
We assert that from 1861 to 1894, in- 
clusive, a period of 34 years last past, 
the Democratic party and the Bopnb- 
lioan party have made and adminis- 
tered the law of this nation; that that 
period has been characterized as one of 
uninterrupted bountiful harvests and 
bountiful production from all our nat- 
ural resources and that oar people 
have made unparalleled advances in 
skill, in every branch of manufacture 
and artisanship, that the period has 
been one of general health, and not- 
withstanding the civil -war, a period uf 
unparalleled prosperity from 1861 down 
to 1873. In 1873 the Bepublican party 
passed laws in the restraint of the coin- 
age of money, denying mintage to sil- 
ver, the money W^B jueed in the pocket 
of every citizen and till of every store. 
The decadence of silver has been 
steady, gradual and unrelenting as the 
grip of the gold staigdavdhof money baa 
closed around our industries and labor 
and the price of every production of 
labor, by forest, field, miaeiand manu- 
faoture/haye falffiy parallil with The 
decadence of silver, which Is to-day 
•worth lees than 50 percent of its stand- 
ard coinage valae at the legal ratio of 
16 to 1. 
Three millions of oar people are 
without the comforts and decencies of 
life, every industry in our nation ia re- 
strained, pinched and dwarfed by the 
demonetization of silver to the great 
injary of every laborer, producer and 
tradesman in the nation. 
The volume of money ha circulation 
should be speedily- increased and al- 
ways be fully adequate ior the require* 
ments of business. • That all money 
should be a legal tender for all debts 
both public and private. That no 
money should exist except each as is 
issued directly by the National Govern- 
ment, and nothing should be money 
except gold, silver and Government 
paper. 
We favor the redemption of Govern- 
ment bonds and a prohibition of any 
farther issue thereof in time of peace. 
We demand the abolition of National 
banks. 


BAILROADS AND TELEGHAPHS, 


We demand the collection of the in- 
debtedness of the Pacific railway com- 
panies to the United States as it ma- 
tores without any extension of time 
or change of terms or conditions. 
A pc blio office is a public trust. No 
{tenon or party should be trusted who 
once violated that trust. 


citizen should contribute to the rap- 
port of the Government in proportion 
to his means and in accordance with 
the necessity of good government, bat 
no Government should augment this 
burden or enlarge its necessities by un- 
necessary, needless interest bearing 
debts making useless expenditures, or 
by falling to ptomptly collect what is 
justly due it, whether it be a loan, a 
tax or a tariff. No grant should be 
made of public property for any other 
than a public purpose, and it is the 
duty of the Government to securer 
to the public the enjoyment 
of 
the benefit which was the consideration 
of the grant or declare it, forfeited. 
We demand the Government owner- 
ship of telegraph lines and Govern- 
ment subsidized railroads. 
We demand the enforcement of the 
Interstate Commerce Act everywhere. 


LABOn. 


We demand that no law shall ever be 
enacted restraining or abridging the 
development of our natural resources 
and we guarantee to the people free- 
dom of pursuit and the inalienable 
right to enjoy the full value of all the 
property that their labor produces. We 
hold it as one of the truisms of human 
existence and modern progress and 
enterprise, that capital and labor 
should go hand in hand in the general 
advancement, happiness and good of 
this great commonwealth. Therefore 
we claim that capital and labor should 
stand on an equal footing before the 
law, and that the laborer should always 
receive a fair compensation for a fair 
day's work. That both capital and labor 
have the legal and unquestionable 
right to organize for .mutual protection 
and self-preservation. 
We believe that a National and a State 
Board of Labor Commissioners should 
be created by law and made elective by 
the people to whom all questions in 
dispute between capital and labor 
should be referred and that both parties 
concerned be compelled to arbitrate 
and that the decision of such Board of 
Labor Commissioners be anal and 
binding alike on the employer and em- 
ployes. 
OBEDIENCE TO THE LAWS BEQDIBED BY ALL. 


We denounce the criminal suspens- 
ion of the laws of Congress by the 
President, such as the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman Silver Bullion 
Purchasing Act, the Geary Act provid- 
ing for the deportation of unregistered 
Chinese, when its constitutionality has 
been affirmed by the Supreme Court, 
and bis neglect and refusal to enforce 
the Anti-trust and Interstate Com- 
merce Acts against wealthy offenders 


ELECTIVE EBANCHISE. 


We denounce the purchase and sale 


of the Elective Franchise as destructive 
of our liberties and treason to our Gov- 
ernment. We demand the disfranchise- 
meut of both parties to the crime, and 
the punishment of the purchaser by 
fine and imprisonment. The franchise 
once sold shall be gone forever 


LOTTERIES. 


The establishment of a lottery in 
this State would be a blot upon the 
people and would result in financial 
and moral degradation. Therefore, in 
the language of our Constitution, " No 
lottery shall be authorized by this 
State, nor shall the sale of lottery 
tickets be allowed." We condemn in 
equal terms all Legislatures of this 
State which have attempted to legislate 
or authorize lotteries or the sale of 
lottery tickets. 


THE BLOODY SHIBT. 


We are unalterably opposed to the 
ratiScation of the proposed amend- 
ment to Section 1, Article II, of the 
Constitution of our State, wherein it 
ignores all question of amnesty to per- 
sons who, after arriving at the age of 
eighteen years, bore arms against the 
United States Government, for the 
reason that the same is un-American 
in spirit and contrary to the clemency 
already extended to such persons for 
over thirty years, and we therefore 
re commend to the voters of the State 
to vote " No " on this proposition. 


SCHOOLS. 


We are justly proud of the public 
schools and State University of Ne- 
vada; we believe they should be fost- 
ered and protected above all other in- 
stitutions, as upon thorn rests the per- 
petuity of our Government and the 
security of our liberties.
